‘Diamond Joe” Sullivan, last of 
the .southwest’s notorious out- 
ftWs, went to his death in the 
electric chair here today— Good 
friday— without 
an 
outward 
sign of the “yellow streak’’ at­ 
tributed to him by underworld 
issociatos. 
The prisoner walked to the chair 
with an air of gay carelessness and 
ease that astounded spectators. 
He 
maintained hid calm and unconcerned 
n’t titude as the 
adjustm ents 
wore 
made and until the switch was tu rn ­ 
ed on. 
At 5:37 a holt of electricity 2,350 
volts strong, was sent through 
hts 
body and he paid the penalty for a 
career of * si mo and banditry extend­ 
ing over the last decade. 
He was electrocuted for the speci­ 
fic crime of slaying u Little Rock de­ 
tective las) year. 
Because he wus tho only one of a 
long list of outlaws who ranged Mis­ 
souri, Kansas, Oklahoma and A rkan­ 
sas In the last twenty years to B i t i 
death In an cie* trie chair or on the 
scaffold, follow crooks believed that 
Sullivan was yellow 
afraid to t a k e 
a chance of being killed with "his 
hoots on," 
Whether Diamond Joe was fearless 
or yellow became a subject of bitter 
eoniroversy in police and outlaw cir­ 
cles.

Warden 
Evans 
entered 
the 
death cell to read the w arrant of e x e ­ 
cution as the first streaks of dawn 
began to show through the narrow 
jarred windows, there wus no sign 
of fear on tho gunm an’s face,

relief showing In the prisoner s eyes, 
There wan a faint sardonic smile on 
his Ups. 
Sullivan lead the grim procession 
of witnesses and deputies to the elec­ 
tric chair. 
He glanced In some sur­ 
prise and amazement at the curious 
crowd which had gathered to see him 
die 
about 25. 
Sullivan took his place In the death 
chair with no show of emotion. 
He 
placed his wounded arm 
shattered 
by an accidental discharge of Emery 
Connelly's revolver following their 
escape from th** penitentiary 
across 
his lap and l o o k e d up Into the fact; 
of the Catholic priest who had been 
constantly at his side, 
Ah the death room attendants ad­ 
justed the straps to his legs ami arms 
and braced his 
body 
against

Shock which was to com**, the priest 
Intoned a prayer of mercy. 
The desperado repeated It In low 
(airn tones until tightening of the 
“ face mask" silenced him. 
"My Jesus, mercy"

He was pronounced dead one m in­ 
ute later.

HOLDING COMPANY FAVORED TO 
CONTROL HOTEL BUILDING 
OPERATIONS 
Following last nitfht’s well at­ 
tended mooting of new hotel en­ 
thusiasts, held in the Chamber 
of Commerce rooms and ad­ 
dressed by two members of the 
firm of Jacobson Brothers, Du­ 
luth contractors, and Architect 
Hanford of the same city, as well as 
by locul men interested In the civic 
Improvement, solicitors this morning 
formed flying corps and have started 
an active canvass of the city to gain 
the $30,000 fund needed to secure 
this hotel for Brainerd. 
Members of the Jacobson Brothers 
firm last night gave first hand infor­ 
mation on the hotel project and cited, 
for instance, Two Harbors, a town of 
but 5,000 people, for whom they are 
erecting an $80,000 hotel. 
It took 
considerable campaigning to raise the 
fund in Two Harbors, but as soon as 
the Jacobson Brothers' 
big 
steam 
shovel started excavating and throw­ 
ing dirt, and the basement ansuinsd 
form and the first story quickly fol­ 
lowed, people rushed In to the office 
of the holding company and without 
any solicitation bought stock and It 
now looks as though that town will 
finance the entire hotel Itself. 
The 
holding company, formed by citizens, 
took ot or the charter of an old land 
company and at small cost 
had

amended to Include the hotel propo­ 
sition. 
As stated by Jacobson 
Brothers,

Brainerd labor will be 
employed.

“ Diamond Joe” Sullivan, last of 
the southw est’s notorious out­ 
laws, w ent to his death in the 
electric chair here today— Good 
Friday — without 
an 
outward 
sign of the “yellow streak” at­ 
tributed to him by underworld 
associates. 
The prisoner walked to the chair 
with an air of gay carelessness and 
ease that astounded spectators. 
He 
maintained his calm and unconcerned 
attitude as the 
adjustments 
were 
made and until the switch was turn­ 
ed on. 


At 5:37 a bolt of electricity 2,3G0 
volts strong, was sent through 
his 
body and he paid the penalty for a 
career of mime and banditry extend­ 
ing over the last decade. 


He wag electrocuted for tile speci­ 
fic crime of slaying a Littlo Rock de­ 
tective lasf year. 


Because he was tile only one of a 
long list of outlaws who ranged Mis­ 
souri, Kansas, Oklahoma and Arkan­ 
sas in the last twenty years to meet 
death in an electric chair or on tile 
scaffold, fellow crooks believed flint 
Sullivan was yellow 
afraid to take 
i chance of being killed with "his 
hoots on.” 
W hether Diamond Joe was fearless 
or yellow became a subject of bitter 
controversy in police and outlaw cir­ 
cles.

Warden 
Evans 
entered 
the 
death cell to read the warrant of exe­ 
cution as the first streaks of dawn 
began to show through the narrow 
barred windows, there was no sign 
>f fear on the g u n m a n ’s face.

relief showing in the prisoner's eyes.

T he need of standardization in traffic rules is something that 
is evident to every observing citizen, whether he is a ear driver 
or pedestrian who dodges the cars. 
Traffic rules vary I rom state 
to state and from city to city. 
Tourists, for instance, in their 
jaunts about the country, have made note of the various changes. 
There are always local conditions requiring special rules of one 
kind and another, especially for parking. 
It would sim plify the 
situation for tourists if there were a national system of rules pro­ 
viding for the usual contingencies of automobiling, so that a driver 
entering a new section, state or city would be less at sea and 
more on terra firma, as it were. 
Another thing that needs standardization, and perhaps more 
easily obtainable, would he the standardization of drivers’ sig­ 
nals, which are largely informal and voluntary. 
Nowhere do 
such signals seem to have been worked out yet in a simple, com­ 
plete system, covering all the ordinary situations and making 
known clearly just what a driver is doing or intends to do, the 
latter really being the most important consideration. 
One im our local drivers, Dr. A. K. Cohen, for instance, on a 
trip eastward drove into a pocket street in a New England town 
and hemmed ii* by bridge abutments and by a street car track 
which swerved to his side of the narrow street, was struck by an 
electric car. 
People of that town knew the trap-like condition of 
that street, but a strange driver would suppose that any city 
street, unless marked with warning signals, would offer safe 
driving facilities.

STANDARDIZING TRAFFIC RI LES 


T he need of standardization in traffic rules is something that 
is evident to every observing citizen, whether he is a car driver 
or pedestrian who dodges the cars. 
Traffic rules vary from state 
to state and from city to city. 
Tourists, for instance, in their 
jaunts about the country, have made note of the various changes. 
There are always local conditions requiring special rules of one 
kind and another, especially for parking. 
It would simplify the 
situation for tourists if there were a national system of rules pro­ 
viding for the usual contingencies of automobiling, so that a driver 
entering a new section, state or city would be less at sea and 
more on terra firma, as it were. 
Another thing that needs standardization, and perhaps more 
easily obtainable, would be the standardization of drivers’ sig­ 
nals, which are largely informal and voluntary. 
Nowhere do 
such signals seem to have been worked out yet in a simple, com­ 
plete system, covering all the ordinary situations and making 
known clearly just what a driver is doing or intends to do, the 
latter really being the most important consideration. 
One of our local drivers, Dr. A. K. Cohen, for instance, on a 
trip eastward drove into a pocket street in a New England town 
and hemmed iii by bridge abutments and by a street car track 
which swerved to his side of (lie narrow street, was struck by an 
electric car. 
People of that town knew the trap-like condition of 
that street, but a strange driver would suppose that any city 
street, unless marked with warning signals, would offer safe 
driving facilities.

He hrs been named as the hear’ c0bc.1i and he didn’t hesitate a moment to 
abow that the flattering things said about him were not the Idle words of 
kind friends, 
In the short time thai Robertson has been on the job. he has instituted 
two progressive pieces of construe!ive building that arc bound to have Ile* 
most beneficial results. 
Hubert,son bas had plenty of experience, both as an Olympic athlete and 
as a teacher of athletics and a trait or at tho rnlversity of Pennsylvania. Ile 
knew from that experience that his most important job was to curb tho ath­ 
letes who knew their jobs and teach the ones who had something to learn. 
Some writers in recent Weeks, who lean to the belief that all is lost for 
th e American team that goes to Paris next summer, have been lamenting about 
the failure of veteran track and field men to follow sensational form in t h e 
big indoor meets of the past season.

The suggestion met with immediate response and, although all the Olym­ 
pic coaches have plenty of work on their hands now with their own college 
squads, they readily agreed to take over any athletes who reported to them. 
Robertson has four of such athletes working now under his direction 
with the Pennsylvania squad. 
It was fortunate that they all resided in the 
Philadelphia district, where they found his services accessible. 
For two weeks, during the E a ste r vacation, Robertson has agreed to take 
Frank Hussey, the sensational New York high school sprinter and teach him 
some of the tricks of the trade that the boy hasn’t been able to gain by actual 
experience. 
There are coaches on the team representing every section of the coun­ 
try, and if each one of them can improve the form of four or five outstand­ 
ing athletes, there will be no reason to cry about the tough time the Amer­ 
icans are going to have in Paris.
